We have reinarkei that "judgeil by 
their record" the oxisting Local Gov- 
ernment is not lit to be entrusted with 
the expenditure of the proposed subsi- 
dy from the Dominion Government for 
drydock purposes. Two luindred and 
fifty thousand dollars would be a 
largo sum to take from the poclc- 
ets of the Canadian tax-payers and 
handover to a wasteful and incompe- 
tent Government, who have developed 
an amazing ignorance in the commonest 
rules that guide business men in ordin- 
ary transactions, to fritter away on a 
work which "their record" proves they 
"are wholly incapable of comprehending 
or grasping. If the OttJiwa Govern- 
ment hesitated to pay over the subsidy 
•when the system of executing public 
works by contract was in vogue in this 
Province, should they not now — whoa 
that system, in defiance of the resolu- 
tions of the Local House and in con- 
travention of a Provincial Statute, has 
been set aside and the Government 
have announced tlieir intention of ex- 
pending that subnidy by day work — ■ 
refu.se to pay it over at all ? It would 
seem to be a right and proper thing for 
the Canadian Government to imposo a 
check on the wasteful expenditure of 
Dominion money by this Governmcut. 
In fact, it is the duty of the Govern- 
ment at Ottawa, wiio are called on 
year by year to impose fresh taxation 
and raise new loans to meet annual de- 
ficits, to see that not one dollar oi the 
subsidy is misapplied. The jiromiscd 
§250,000 should not be appropriated 
for the purpose of advancing the poli- 
tical fortunes of the desperate trinity 
of men at James l^ay. It was set aside 
for the purpose of securing the con- 
struction of .1 gnn-iiig dock at I'"squi- 
malt by the host and least expensive 
mode — not for the purpose of enabling 
the Local Government to purcha.so sup- 
port and vote.s. In writing thus wo 
shall be told that we arc awfully un- 
patriotic ; that in asking the Douiinion 
Government not to pay over the sub- 
sidy, which we know will be misap- 
plied if it falls into the hands of 
Walkem «fe Co., we are striving to de 
feat the dock scheme ; but we should 
fail in the discharge of the duty we 
owe to a public who generously sup[)ort 
us if we did not point out the evil re- 
sults that will surely follow if the pres- 
ent Government are permitted to finger 
the Dominion subsidy. In 1875, when 
we attacked the Government for giv- 
ing out as a separate contract the cof- 
ferdam, instead of throwing the re- 
sponsibility of building, maintaining 
and removing the dam upon the con- 
tractors (whoever they might be) for 
the dock, we were abused without 
stint by the Government press. Have 
not results juiitified the opposition we 
offered to the stupid and dishonest 
policy that distinguished the Govern- 
ment in 1875 1 

Let the reader bear with us for a 
few minutes whilst we rapidly sketch 
the financial condition of the concern 
atEsquimalt, which thePremier lately de- 
clared in the House wnsonly "half-built, 
and 80 wormeaten that it would tum- 
ble to piec^^s when the water was 
pumped out of it." There is before us 
an official statement of expenditure 
and liabilities for graving dock pur- 
poses from 19th July, 1872, to 31st 
December, 1876. It is signed by Mr. 
Austin, acting auditor, and was laid 
before the House last winter. From 
this statement wo learn that the total 
amount of the financial respons- 
ibilities already incurred on behalf of 
the graving dock by the Government 
is two hundred wid eight thmiaand 
dollars and tJm-ty-two cents.' Of this 
monstrous sum 831,570 was .spent in 
the purchase and storage, etc., of in- 
ferior cement four years he/ore it was 
required, and which is now so deterior- 
ated in value that tlie Government En- 
gineer has officially advised that it be 
sold as .quickly as po.ssible, as it is fast 
approaching a condition of worthless 
hess. A second large item in the ex- 
penditure was caused by tiie jiurciiasc 
in London of machinery, (also four 
years be/ore it was needed,) svliich 
could have been better and cheaper 
made at Victoria and the money re- 
tained in the country. In duty, stor 
age, freight, etc., there has been paid 
on the same account a further sum of 
nearly §8,000, whicli brought down the 
cost of the machinery to tin; 1st of 
December last to the frightful figure of 
$47,359.97. On the coli'erdain contract 
for work actually performed there has 
been paid Reed Brothers k Co. the 
sum of §30,357.42, leaving a balance 
unpaid of §29.121.58. For land there 
has been expended $27,983.21. These 
items arc startling enough; ljut thereis 
worse to come. The most astounding 
figures remain to be quoted. The at- 
mosphere is heated and times are dull. 
Therefore v/'e would not say aught that 
would cause the blood of the patient 
taxpiyer to boil and bubble in his 
veins if the urgency of the ca.se did not 
require it at our hands — if we did not 
hope, by a timely expos6 of the way in 
which the financial portion of the dock 
scbeine is being managed, to put a stop, 
now' and forever, to the extravagant 
expenditure of public money which was 
inaugurated five years ago and is now 
proceeding with frightful rapidity at. 
Esquimalt From the official statement 
before us wo learn that there has been 
paid BLiNIPPLE k, Moniiis, the engin- 
"' win who prepared the ])lans and si)oci- 

' '-^fications in London, S14,5.")0, and Limt 
a further liability to the same firm on 
the same account of $11,827.82, re- 
mains to be discharged. In addition 
, to. this charge Kinipple it Morris' 
resident, engineer, .had drawn down to

'■ This sum exceeds by nearly 84,000 
the entire amount paid for the "worm- 
eaten and half-built cofTerdam"; exceeds 
by .$8,000 the first cost of the decayed 
cement ; and comes within §5,000 of 
the first cost of the macliinery in Lon- 
donll And it has been paid for what ? 
What consideration has been given by 
the engineers in return for this large 
sum of money? Plans — specifications. 
Plans and specifications that were 
found to be so incorrect that they had 
to be materially changed before the 
successful contractors could be induced 
to commence the' work, and then only 
after a promised advance of above 812,- 
000 on tha first contract price had hecn 
secured. Who was responsible for tlie 
faulty plans and specificatioiiH we do 
not now venture to assert. Report says 
that Mr. "WALKEMtdokhome the sketch- 
es of Mr. Bclkley's superficial examina 
tion of Thetis Cove, in his simplicity 
believing they were exhaustive ami 
correct, and that upon the faith of his 
statement Kinipple k Moniiis pre- 
pared the plans and speciliciitions and 
the contract was let. It may yet 
be found that to imperfect [ilans and 
specifications may bo traced all the de- 
lay and additional exjienso that lias oc- 
curred; hut the fact remains that Kix- 
iPi'i.K it- Moiuus and their resident en- 
gineer have been (or must .shortly be) 
paid $33,949 for plans and specifica- 
tions which are now known to have 
been incorrect. This arrangonient was 
made by i\lr. Wai.kkm while in Lon- 
don and was confirmed by Mr. Bkavk.v, 
at that time Chief Coiiimi.s.sioner of 
Laiuls iV Works, in spite of the fact 
that there were resident in the Prov- 
ince at the time engineers fully com- 
petent to draw the plans and apecifica- 
tions and oversee the work for one- 
sixth the sum that Kinippli: k Mor- 
ris liave secured. Local talent, liow- 
cver, stands for nothing with the Ad- 
ministration who unhappily shape the 
destinies of the Province anil iiave let! 
us into the present muddle, and who 
now wish to get us still deoper into the 
me-ss by inducing Canada to jilnce in 
their hands §250,000 to squander on 
men employed by day's work — a .sys- 
tem which the Dominion ( loverinnent 
is doing all it can to discourage on 
their own works. 

With the evidence of total imbecility 
and something worse to whieii we have 
drawn attention (bear in iniiul that the 
figures are oflicial and cannot "lie") 
would the Dominion (Jovermneiit be 
justified in advancing tiiis large sum of 
money, ostensibly for dry dock pur- 
poses, but in reality to buy up support 
and secure six seats in Victoria and 
E.squimalt for the Ministry 1 Unhesi- 
tatingly we say, No. The drydook must 
not be converted into a jiolitical en- 
gine to lift Governments in or out of 
position. It wasdesignedforaiioblcranil 
more beneficial purpose. To .save it 
from failure and tlie Province from 
ruin it has become incumbent upon tiie 
Dominion Government (supposing the 
Imperial Government to have de- 
clined the ofifer of the Elliott 
Government), to take it over and 
complete the work themselves as 
a Dorainional enterprise. The Prov- 
ince cannot do it from its own re- 
sources. The sum of $208,000 has 
been already consumed, and what is 
there to show for iti A "half-built 
cofTerdam so wormeaten that it will 
tumbL to pieces as soon as the water 
is j)uaiped out of it" (wo quote the 
Premier's own words and he never fal- 
sifies)], plans and specifications that 
have been shown to ho incorrect; a 
quantity of cheap cement which the 
resident engineer has advi.sed the 
Government to get rid of as qnickly 
as possible; a quantity of machinery 
bought in London four years before 
it was required; liabilities unpaid 
amounting to about 875,000, and a 
natural site for a graving dock. Such 
is the monument that has been reared 
to Incapacity and Wastefulness at 
Escjuimait. ".Judged by their record" 
who will venture to say that the Pro 
vincial Government can be safely en- 
trusted with the expenditure of the 
Dominion Government's subsidy for 
drydock purposes?

WASHINGTON TERRITORY. 

Portland, July 26.— At 12:30 )).iii. 
yesterday a lire broke out in Kalama 
in the rear of H. W. Dickey's restaur- 
ant. Tho wind was l.dowiiig fresh up 
stream and it was plain that Patter- 
son's hotel would go. Passengers on 
board the steamer lionita and trainmen 
worked hard. They carried everything 
out of the hotel and loaded a train of 
flat cars standing on the track, which 
were afterwaj'ds run down out of 
dan'^'or, Tho five spread very rapidly 
and very little water was to be liatl. 
In 30 minutes from the time fire was 
first seen the hotel had fallen in and 
Dr. Whitohouse's drug store, Comegy's 
store, anc\ all the old buildings up to 
the ne\t corner were burning. The 
wind carried the sparks over to the old 
sawmill and sot the sawdust on fire, 
also some old buildings a little further 
back from tho river thaii^tho mill site. 
When we loft, the engine house was 
smoking luid wo think it must have 
cnught, Th9 fire posBibly started in 
the kitchen of the restaurant. 

The above is the report of tho purser 
of the steamer Bonita, It is impossible 
to estimate tho loss. When the steam- 
er left tho firo was still in progress and 
telegraphic communication with Kal- 
ama being cut off toraporarily nothing 
has been heard from there since yestci'- 
day.

I,,oNDON, July 26. — Advices from 
Valparaiso report that large reinforce- 
ments have been sent the, Chilian army 
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then rammed for the second tinio .md 
received as before the firo from both 
tho monitor's guns — one shell killing 
36 men. The blow disablal her mach- 
inery, but still the men stood to their 
guhslaiid^continued^tlieir fire. ''*It was 
ev,ident that such an unequal fight 
could not long continue. Tiie corvette, 
totally disabled, was only awaiting her 
death-blow. The action had now last- 
ed 3 hours and 40 minutes, when the 
Huascar rammed the Esmeralda for the 
third time full on the starboartl beam, 
at the same time sina.sliing in her bows 
with a 2oO-pound shell. She now be- 
gan to settle down by the bow. At 
this inoinent Capt. Prats, revolver in 
hand, sprang upon the deck of the 
Huascar, calling upon liis men to board, . 
Unfortunately but few were able to fol- 
low him. He made straight for the 
eouiiiiig tower, striking down an otiicor 
on his way, but before ho had advanc- 
ecl many steps he fell, the top of his 
head being blown completely ofl by 
two simultaneous rifle shots. All the 
men who followed him were killed al- 
most immediately after boarding. 
While this bloody scone was taking 
place on the deck of the Huascar the 
Esnieriildii went down bow first. A 
few moments before .she was totally 
submerged alie. firied her last gun, all 
that remained of the crew shouting 
" TiiYf ChiHe/" The la,st of her that 
was seen above the water was her gafl' 
end with the Chilian ensign still Hy- 
ing. W^Iiile the eonbined land and sea 
force of Peru were thus triuinpliing 
over one of Chile's weakest ships, the 
Covatlonga was keeping up ii Hy- 
ing fight with the Indepeiideiicia, The 
gunboat was iiiagiiificciitly haiuUcd 
and picking her way through rocks 
and shoals made it dangerous for the 
ironclad to follow. Suddenly placing 
herself very near Cape Grueso, a point 
about 9 miles south of Iquiquo, she 
seemed to slacken her speed. The 
trap succeeded adinirably. She was 
iiiiinediatfly over a shual, liariiiless to 
her by reason of her light draff, but 
fatal to a larger ship. The Indepen- 
deiicia followetl her at full speed ihop- 
ing to run her down and smash her to 
pieces — when suddenly, with a trenien- 
doirs shod;, tho great shi]) brought up 
all standing with a rock right through 
her bottom. The Covadonga now pro- 
ceeded to fire on her at her leisure. 
On board tho Iiulependencia all was 
confusion and dismay. It was evident 
that she must soon go to pieces for the 
heavy swell of th^ Pacific sets with 
tremendous force on this part of the 
coast. Those of her crew who could

she promptly did, accompanied by the 
Taniar, a hireil tiT.nsport. While the 
Independeiieia was gone in chase of 
these. Captain Prats, of tho Esmeralda, 
with no thougiit of surrender, determin- 
ed to occupy the Huascar by fighting 
his ship until she should sink from 
under liim. His first movement was 
to ])lace himself as netir as possible to 
and directly in front of the town, in 
order that tho Huascar's firingmiglit be 
embarrassed for fear of damaging the 
houses and their inhabitants. The 
Peruvian firing was disgraceful ; as 
long as tho monitor was at aiming 
distance only one shot took efl'ect. The 
Esmeralda's practice was rapid and 
accurate, but the small projectiles were 
uscl^ess against 5 inches of armour. It 
appears that the Peruvian captain 
(Captain Gran) was under the impres- 
sion that the position taken by the Es- 
meralda was defended by toriiedoes. 
He therefore kept at a respectful dis- 
tance from him and sent a message on 
shore^to the general requesting ..bim to 
open fire on the Chilian corvette with 
his 'i9-pounder field guns. This was 
immediately done. Here, then, was a 
small wooden corvette engaging on cue 
side a powerful monitor immensely her 
superior, and on the other a voUfey of 
field guns. She responded pluckily 
to the fire from the shore both with 
her broadsides and small arms, blit the 
position soon became untenable, for 
the artillorj'men had very fair practice 
and she was compelled to move out.

J3uiWiti;/s vrithin certain Fire Limits , 
within the City of Victoria : 

1. That such p.trt of tho CUy J>^ujjded 
(111 the North by Johnson street, oiT^tho 
South by Fort street, on tho East by 
liioail s'treot and on the West by Uie 
Water Froiit.-igo ho lioreby ileclared witli- 
ia the Fh-e Liniita of the City of Victoria. 
Tho" centre of Johnson centrb ^of Fort, 
from centre of Broad shall bo. limits re- 
feiTcd to above. .i'.!"! 

2. All Biiililings hereafter erected with- 
in tho Fire Limits shall have their butaido 
\\ ;vlls and party Walla made of Brick, 
Stone or other iiicoinbit.stible material and 
.such oiit-fide Walls shall extend four feet 
above Wall Plate of Koof , and party Walls 
shall also extend to same height above 
W.iU Plate of Roof. Roofi ahall bo cov- 
ered with such matorial as will afford pro- 
tection tigtiinst Firo and tho AValls snail 
be so constructed as to separate all Wood 
Work thoroiigldy and completely of the 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and every part of tho interior and 
exterior of any adjoining Building. If 
the apex of Roof should oxoeod tho height 
of Firo Walls, then-the 'Bdof must bo 
covered with such material as will afford 
protection jigaiiist Fire. In the case of 
(.lablcs the "Walls are to bo carried up to 
the full height of tho Apex of said Roof. 
The term Building, as applied in thiii 
Section, sliall not include Privies or 
Shcd.s for .storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. ' , 

a. All Repairs to Buildings conBtruoted 
of brick, Htone, or other " incombustible 
materials, .shall be made to conform' to 
this Ordinance. 

4. Tho Wooden Building witliin the 
said Fire Limits shall not be altered or 
cliangcd without tlie written pormissionof 
the Cliiof Engineer of tlio \'ictoria Fire 
Uepartmeiit, approved by a majority of 
the Firo Wardens, wliich permit shall 
specify fully tho alter.ations or changes rc- 
<iuircd, and no such permit shall be given 
if any increase will be made by the pro- 
posed change or alteration in the size of 
any Wooden Building within tho said 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
\vill increase tho vtiluo of such building 
iiKJi'c than Tu-cnty-livo per cent. Tho ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall be kept on file in tho 
office of the City Clerk, , 

5. No Building within tho said Firo 
Limits shall bo removed except to a por- 
tion of the samo lot on which it stands or 
to a point outside tho Firo Limits. 

6. Whenever any building shall be by 
any means so much injured as to be, in 
the judgment of the Chief Engineer and 
a majority of the Fire Wardens, i^^dan- 
gorous nuisance, or when any wooden 
Building Avithin the .said Fire' Limits shall, 
in tlio judgment of tho Chief Engineer 
and a majority of the Fire Wardens,, be 
damaged by fire to the extent of one-half 
or more of its actu.al value, the Chief En- 
gineer shall causo to be served upon the 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
the same forthwith, and the person re- 
ceiving such notice sh.all witliin ten days 
after receiving the same comply 'svith the 
requirements thereof. 

7. Oiie Stonj Biii7t/i)i</s— Foundations 
to be notlcss than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen 'inches 
in the hard clay or gravel, as the case may 
l)e, brick walls to bo not lesa than twelve 
inches thick. Two Story Bnildinys— 
Fountlations to be not less tlian twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in tho hard clay or gravel, as 
the case may be. Brick iraJ/s— Ground 
door to bo not loss th.aii seventeen inches 
tliick; lirst lloor not less than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any pei-.-ion or poi'sons violating any 
of the provisions of this Bylaw shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before tho Police 
Court sliall bo punished by a fine of not 
I loss tiiaii'cwi oi-norc th.an one hundred 

dollars, and each day o"i <nnintaining or 
continuing such violation shall bo deeinid 
a new oftenco and punished accordingly. 

9. The Chief Engineer of tho Victorii 
Firo Department and the Firo Wardens 
are required to see that tho provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to make bom* 
plaints in the Police Court for viohition 
tlioreof.
